HE record of the birth of Jesus 
Ghrist as found in Matthew 1 : 18-23 is 
characterized by profound pathos and 
wonder. At the outset we see Joseph 
completely disillusioned by Mary's condi- 
tion, strong attachment and high princi- 
ples of hon'our and piety were wrestling 
within him, and for a time his highest 
hopes were wholly dissipated and cher- 
ished desires were blighted. Joseph, how- 
ever, who was a just man and unwilling 
to disgrace her, out of compassion de- 
cides to- alleviate her "shame" ' by taking 
the measure which would insure to her 
the least embarrassment and penalty. 
According ta Jewish law, a betrothed 
woman was already the wife of her be- 
trothed husband and in order to break: 
the contract Joseph had two possible 
courses: he could denounce her publicly 
in the courts and bring her to a severe 
penalty for adultery (cf. John 8:1-8),. 
or he could refuse to marry her forma- 
lly and thus leave her and her child 
in disgrace in the home of her parents. 
The latter, obviously was the more mer- 
ciful course, and so Joseph decided to 
reject herby private^ arrangement. (v. 
19.) 

Mary's position was extremely trying: 
her virtue was completely suspect; sus- 
picion! leered at her, :as it were, hut her 
own inner rectitude bore her up effect- 
ively. 

However, there was a third party in 
the circumstance: we read in v. 20, "But 
while he thought on these things, behold, 
the angel of the Lord appeared unto him 
in a dream". The Greek is much stronger 
and is best translated "now when he had 
been brought to a decision". The aordst 
passive verb 'enthumethentos' clearly 
suggests point action and indicates a 
decision following the pondering in his 
mind. "How much painful, distressing, 
distracting thought he had about the 
imatter day and night can be imagined. " 
(A. B. Bruce) And then, having made 
his decision, relief came and he fell 




asleep and in his dream the angel ap- 
peared to him. Just at that particular 
time the Lord entered into the picture! 

"In all the intellectual difficulties of 
spiritual life, amidst interwinding paths,, 
and under skies cold and dark with 
doubts, when forced by urgent question- 
ings and conflicting sentiments well-nigh 
to a fearful crisis-let us, with Joseph- 
like thoughtfulness, pause, even on the 
margin; turn devoutly the eye and ear 
of reason up to the ALL- KNOWING: 
"He shall send from heaven, " and help* 
Some kind angel shall course his down- 
ward way, and inbreathe to the- dis- 
tracted bosom a thought that shall dispel 
the soul-clmids, and leave the scene in all 
the serenity, beauty, and promise of a 
summer's day. The source of Joseph's 
distress gave birth to Joseph's greatest 
blessing. " (D. Thomas) 

We read (v. '20) that the heavenly 
messenger, disclosed the secret in these 
words, "Joseph, Son of David, don't 
hesitate in taking Mary (as) thy wife 
(here indeed was a marriage made in 
heaven) for that which is conceived in 
her is of the Holy Spirit. " 

The words "taking Mary as thy wife" 
indicate the consummation of the be- 
trothal period; "the, marriage, according 
to Jewish law, was completed in the 
"taking" of the bride to the house of 
the husband. " (W. C. Allen) 

"Conceived by the Holy Spirit". In 
his great extremity Joseph is convinced 
of the supernatural value of this visita* 
tion, first to Mary, and then to; himself. 
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As David Smith writes, "Hence when 
it is written that the Holy child was 
conceived by the Holy Spirdi" the mean- 
ing is that His, humanity was a fresh 
creation. He was born sinless. He was 
the Second Adam, the new head of the 
race; and His humanity, like the First 
Adam's, came fresh from the hand of 
God, untainted by hereditary corruption. 
In Him the long entail of sin was broken, 
and humanity made a new beginning. " 

O loving wisdom of our God! 

When all was sin and shame, 
A SecondAdam to, the fight 

And to the rescue came. 

In v. 21 there is presented the pro- 
found mystery of the Deity and Human- 
ity of IChrist "and she (Mary) shall 
bring forth a son and thou (Joseph) shall 
call His> name JESUS: for He shall save 
His people from their sins". He was to be 
born in the flesh but not of it; because 
of this He would not know the awful 
impingment of ,sin upon His soul, His 
life. Thus as the 'spotless "Lamb of God 91 
He could rightly bear the name "Jesus ", 
for He would sauve His people from their 



sins. He would not be the national or 
political Saviour that was the expecta_ 
tion of many Jews of His day. His 
purposes were spiritual and moral. He 
would impel man, by love, to a righteous- 
ness which God His Father could com- 
mend. Like other nations Israel did not 
know her own best need; the dedwhom 
their fathers had worshipped knew and 
because He knew He could provide and 
did provide in a Saviour. 

Verses 121 and '22 reveal that for Mat- 
thew, as for the other writers of the 
Gospels, the Old Testament oracles had 
definite reference to events in the life 
of Jesus by which they were fulfilled. 
Here the prophecy of Isaiah 7: 14 is set 
forth as fulfilled in the Virgin 'Birth of 
Christ, the great end of which was the 
redemption of men, an end worthy of 
divine' intervention. God had entered 
into history in a radical manner, break- 
ing through the natural with super- 
natural power, and this was for men, 
men who were alienated against Him. 
So we hear the angel's Christmas word 
"Emmanuel"-, i.e., "God with us" in Him 
"who took upon Himself the form of a 
servant" and a Saviour ! 



"THE' FULNESS OF TIME"

HEN the fulness of time was 
come, 
God sent forth His Son." GaL 4:4. 

"I doubt not thro' the ages one increas- 
ing purpose runs, 

And the thoughts of men are- widen' d 
with the progress Of the suns. " 

Tennyson 

"... the fulness of time . . . God 
sent forth His Son"! Is history made up 
of the fortuitous efforts of man to work 
out his own destiny, and nothing more? 
Or can a guiding hand be detected as 
one considers the events of the past? 
Lord Tennyson appears to answer in 
the affirmative. Paul is emphatic. God is 
in history. God is above history. G&)d 
is in control of history. When the fulness 
of time had come, He acted, and sent

His Son into history to redeem men. 
"... the fulness of time" - a phrase 
to stir the imagination of the student 
of history. Across the stage of secular 
history one sees men come and go: 
Thutmose III, the first great empire 
builder; the boaster, Rameses II, setting 
off on his annual Syrian campaign; the 
cruel Assyrian, proud Nebuchadrezzar 
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and his wonderful Babylon; the able 
Darius, and his efficiently organized em- 
pire; the incredible Alexander - these 
and others quickly pass before our eyes. 
Even as we watch they fade and others 
appear. 

At the crossroads of the nations God 
placed His own people. Through them 
the wo/ld received His Word, and His 
promise of Messiah. 'David, a man after 
God's own heart; enigmatic Saul, over- 
confident Solomon, Hezekiah the good, 
Josiah the reformer, and Zedekiah the 
pathetic, all appear and then leave us. We 
watch as God's people are carried, away 
captive to Babylon, and a purified remn- 
ant returns to keep alive the hope of 
Messiah's coding. Their brief period of 
independence, touched off by the revolt 
of the brave Hasmoneans, is ended, and 
Pompey has made Judea a Roman pro- 
vince. "How long, O Lord!" the faith- 
ful cry. 

It has been remarked that philosophy 
and culture came from the Greeks, and 
the rule of law in a vast universal em- 
pire from the Romans, but salvation is 
of the Jews. The waves of history have 
stormed wildly and blown softly. Optim- 



ism has too often given way to despair. 
But nowthe hour had come, God's hour, 
and He sent His San into the world. 

The political, moral, and religious con- 
ditions 'Ofthe Mediterranean world were 
right. G,odacted. The incarnation became 
a fact at Bethlehem, and the star led on 
to Calvary, the empty tomb, the waiting 
disciples, Christ's final words, "Go into 
all the world ... 10, I am with you", 
and the promise of the angels, "This 
same Jesus shall so come again".' 

Two th'Ousandyears have passed since 
the fulness 'Oftime when God sent forth 
His Son. World conditions have changed 
drastically. In the history bc&>ks many 
more names appear, added to those of 
the ancients. But man's need remains un- 
changed. Sin, selfishness, and sorrow 
abound. God sent His Son to bring for- 
giveness, joy, and happiness. History has 
moved from era to era, and the time 
seems long. Yet the purposes of God 
are unfolding. The splendlOurof dawn 
may be at hand. With the prophet one 
enquires, "'Watchman, what of the 
night?" His answer is clear, "The morn- 
ing cometh". God is over all. With the 
beloved one we sigh, "Even so, come,

"OH that one would give me drink 
of the water of the well of Bethlehem 
..." cried David, as in separation and 
longing his heart, turned homeward. And 
the ,Bible tells us that "three imighty 
men" brought him water, but at the 
"jeopardy of their lives. " 

Rarely does one think of Bethlehem as 
a place of jeopardy, a place of suffering 
'Or danger. The creche is a tranquil, 
pleasant scene of a stable, fresh strewn 
with straw. A mother and a baby are 
the centre of attraction. The light focuses 
on them, and on the mystery of birth and 
new life.

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only a stopping place en route to Cal- 
vary. The helpless Baby, giving promise 
of a matchless life, sublime teaching and 
tender ministry, was born to die. And 
by His death there was to be. opened a 
fountain for sin and for uncleannes's, a 
well of water that springs up into, ever- 
lasting life. 

"Ho everyone toot thirste,th," He cried

In one of the newly- formed Republics 
in Africa called ,the Tchad (formerly 
past of French Equatorial Africa) there 
are 35,000 Christians worshipping every 
Sunday morning. There are a strong, 
indigenous Church with able African 
pastors, a Bible School and Theological 
Seminary to train 'Pastors and teachers, 
a small dispensary where a nurse works 
singlehaaded to try to meet the need, 
and a main Mission station with abO'ut 
10 missionaries. If yO'Uwere a yO'ung 
Christian doctor, would this situation 
speak to your heart? It did to ours. 
But what if yO'Ualready had a busy 
practice in Toronto, and were doing all 
you could (in so busy a life) to further 
the work of the GO'spel?What will yO'ur 
patients dO'if you leave? And what about 
your home and yO'urfamily? 

It sounds like an impossible situation, 
but with God all things are possible. 
"But", you say, "how did the Lord work 
out His purpose - hO'Wid yO'IknO'WIe 
wanted you to make such a radical 
change in your life?" Well, the Lord 
deals individually with His children, and 
in our case He sent a growing sense 
of discontent and dissatisfaction with 
our life that we knew Christians 
shO'uldn'thave, and we began to question 
whether the Lord was speaking to us 
through this. There was no reason for 
us to feel this way. Gordon was happy 
in his work and felt it worthwhile, and 
we had everything one could ask to make 
us happy. 

In our dilemma, we went 00 see Mr. 
Percy, whom we regarded as a friend 
ever since Doreen's T.BirCdays, thinking 
that perhaps he could advise us what to' 
do about this. Mr. Percy tOldus to' do 
just one thing - sO'mething that we 
should have known to' do O'ur selves but 
were sadly neglecting - and that was to 
take more time to be quiet befO'rethe 
Lord, to' read His wO'rdand pray, in order 
that He might have an Opportunity to.' 
shO'Wis His will. In our busy life, we 
had all but crowded O'uta quiet time in 
our day, and there was no adequate rO'ad 
of cO'mmunicationO'penbetween us and 
the Lord. We tO'ldthe Lard that our lives 
were His, and that if He wanted us to 
make a change we would do so.

N O't 10 'ng after this, twO'O'ther grads, 
OfT.B.C. came hO'me frO'm Africa on 
their first furlough. They were Kay 
(Kathleen Wilson '53) and Dave ('52) 
Whitfield, who work in the Tchad Repub- 
lic. We had visited with them three O'r 
four times before it dawned upon us that 
there was a work in the Tchad that we 
could dO', and it wasn't long befO're 
Bebalem (that's the nrameof the village 
where the main mission statiO'n is) be- 
came a household word at our place. We 
felt that this was a place which deserved 
to' have a medical work, because there 
were sOmany Christians who had turned 
from witchcraft as a method of physical 
healing, and yet had very little in v the 
way of comfort and relief when they 
were sick. A hospital at Bebalem WO'uld 
prove our love and cO'ncernfO'r them, 
and would aid them in winning others to 
the Lord Jesus Christ. And then, of 
course, there were the missionary famil- 
ies who would benefit from it also. 

In faith we applied to the Sudan 
United Mission, trusting that the Lord 
would open O'r shut doors in accordance 
with His will. The mission saw fit to ac- 
cept us, and it wasn't long before we 
were planning to sell our home, and quit 
our practice to' prepare for the field. In 
place of the growing sense of dissatis- 
faction, we experienced a growing sense 
of His ple'asure and the beginning of the 
fulfillment of His will in our lives. 

On November 8th we left New York 
for France, where we will spend several 
months learning French, which is the 
government language of the Tchad, and 
then we will proceed to Africa to 'bqgin 
work there. There are many difficulties 
yet to be worked out before we have a 
"going cO'ncern" at Bebalem, but we 
know that with yO'ur prayers and in 
seeking the Lord's guidance ourselves, 
the work will be accomplished for His 
glory. Perhaps our greatest need is fO'r 
nurses to help in the hospital work, and 
we would appreciate your prayers to 
this end. Our prayer for our work at 
Bebalem is not that we might have a 
big, successful hospital, or even that we 
might see great results in the spiritual 
realm of our work, but simply that the 
Lord will accomplish in us and through 
us what He purposes for the work in the 
Tchad.

THE last few moments of the year 
slipped into the past as the 1960 
graduating class left the Varsity Arena. 
The college year had officially ended, and 
our thoughts turned to the summer with 
all its opportunities and possibilities for 
service. This is written to tell of some 
of the opportunities and what was reali- 
zed from them. 

"Holding forth the Word of Life" ..• 
this is the T.'BC. motto, and within such 
a statement there lies more than mere 
words. It is in the holding forth of the 
Word of Life that the greatness of God 
is seen in action: the transformation of 
lives by the Gospel of Christ, the restora- 
tion of backsliders, the upbuilding of the 
church, and the faithfulness of God to 
His servants. 

All this became a reality to Basil Frew 
('61), Kornell Vanek ('63), Ted Lewis 
(not a student) and myself as we went 
out this summer "Holding forth the 
Word of Life". This mission which had 
been prayed about for nearly two years 
was inspired into action by the eternal 
promises of God, which we claimed for 
ourselves. "What is in thine heart? Do 
it, and I will be with thee. " "For I have 
set before thee an open door. " 

Through the faithfulness of God's 
people who supplied the transport and 
finance, we set out on May 10th, with 
the words of the hymn writer: 

a Rise up, O men of God, 
Have done with lesser things; 
Give heart and soul and mind and 

strength 
To serve the King of kings. 
Lift high the Cross of Christ, 
Tread where His feet have trod; 
As brothers of the Son of Man 
Rise up, men of God. "

During the past summer, Harry and two other 
students and a friend accepted invitations for evan- 
gelistic services in the U.S.A. and Canada. This 
article is a brief survey of what they saw and did. 



With this spirit we arrived at Rox- 
bury, Penna., where we were to, hold a 
series of meetings for Rev. James White 
of the Methodist Church. With the clO'se 
co-operation of Mr. White and the Meth- 
odist Church at Doylesburg, the te,am 
held a three-week campaign in seven 
churches in this area. The programme 
of the day consisted of an hour's devotion 
and prayer at 10 a.m., where the guid- 
ance of God was SO'ughtfor the day. 
This was followed by house visitation in 
the mornings and afternoons, and in the 
evenings the Gospelmeetings. 

The days that followed our arrival in 
this area were times of complete trust- 
ing God - trusting Him to- break 
through to bless His people. Our first 
joy on the tour was seen when, during a 
day's visitation, three of a family of 
six were led to the Lord. We were later 
informed that several ministers down 
through the years have prayed and triejd, 
unsuccessfully, to get this family under 
the sound of the Gospel Now they had 
come into the glorious light of the Gos- 
pel. There was further joy that night as 
we saw the entire family within the 
church, and after that meeting Basil had 
the joy of leading a young university 
student to the Lord. 

During these three weeks we realized 
that the mission was not reaching the 
yaung people, so at the close of the meet- 
ings the principal of the local high 
schoolwas approached, for permission to 
speak to the young people for five min- 
utes. At that time they were at their 
annual school dance. This request alarm- 
ed many, but after some consideration 
the principal informed us that it was 
impossible, but if we were still willing to 
speak to the high school the following 
day he would so arrange it. On the fol- 
lowing day it was our privilege to pre- 
sent the Gospel in film, song and word. 
The first meeting was attended by 300 
high schoO'fctudents and staff, a meeting 
that lasted 45 minutes, and was followed 
by another for the intermediates and 
staff, 400 in number, and for one full 
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hour. While our request was for only 5 
minutes, God granted an hour and forty- 
five minutes! 

The outcome of this meeting was that 
the neighbouring high school invited us 
to speak to 400 students and many par- 
ents who were present on the prize- 
giving day. A further meeting was held 
at another school. We praise God for His 
fai thfulness. 

The series of meetings was boosted by 
a visit from Michael Twilley of T.B.C. 
('61) and two other friends. A final rally 
was held at Doylesburg, with the young 
people of the other churches participat- 
ing. Kornell, who was heavily taxed as 
the soloist of the team, led the choir, 
while Basil brought a challenging mes- 
sage. The results can only be expressed 
in the words of the ministers: "The 
flame has been rekindled in my heart", 
and "It was a real pleasure and privil- 
ege to have you boys here, and I am 
grateful for the way in which God used 
you. " 

When we moved out of Pennsylvania, 
the phase of our work changed more 
strictly to that of preaching. From Chi- 
cago to Bemidj i, Minnesota, we were the 
guests of the Christian Business Men's 
Committee, speaking at banquets and 
at several churches, missions and schools. 
The hand of Christian fellowship we rE* 
ceived from these men. will be long re- 
membered. Their devotion and desire to 
see men saved greatly encouragd us. The 
meetings held at Milwaukee can be sum- 
med up with the words of the chairman 
of the C.B.M.C: "I would like to express 
my sincere gratitude to each of you once 
again for the blessings we received dur- 
ing your short stay in Milwaukee. It was 
a thrill to my heart, as well as others, to 
attend the vavious meetings, to experi- 
ence the real ministry of the Holy Spirit 
as you spoke and sang. " 

Five wonderful days were spent at 
Grand Forks, Notth Dakota, where op- 
portunity was given to speak at the 
Southern . Baptist Church, First Metho- 
dist Church (young people), Associated- 
Tabernacle, Salvation Army, and the 
U.S.A. Air Force Dept. All the meeting's 
were under the arrangement of the 
C.B.M.C. The co-operation and help given 



by Mr. Bob Hewitt and his wife during 
our stay in Grand Forks is inexpressible. 
They unreservedly gave themselves to> 
see the Word of God go fonth. Their 
help will be long remembered by us. 

The hand of God was cleanly seen in 
the events that followed. Enroute to 
Bemidji, where we were to speak at 
the C.B.M.'C. luncheon, we found our- 
selves with an evening free, so a night 
along the lake was decided upon. We had 
previously asked God whether He would 
have us visit the Red lake Indian Re- 
serve. Our souls were set at rest as 
we recalled Abraham's servant's words: 

"/, being in the way, the Lord led me". 

(Gen. 24:27) While investigating the 
possibility of sleeping along the lake, we 
were invited in for a cup of tea by the 
forest warden, who informed us of a 
lonely missionary who was labouring 
among the Indians at the northern point 
of the lake. Immediately the Spirit of 
Christ sent us on our way to this point, 
where we were able to encourage the 
Lord's servant and arrange a meeting 
for the following night. The work done 
there will only be revealed in eternity. 

After the meeting at Bemidji we 
started our journey back to Toronto/ 
Meetings were held at Fort William with 
the Christian & Missionary Alliance 
Church with Pastor Lawrence, and from 
there we went to Port Arthur where 
meetings were kindly arranged by Pastor 
Len Jones ('38) and Mr. Bazett- Jones 
of the Fellowship Baptist Church. Also 
a meeting was held in the Slate River 
Baptist Church, with Pastor Gorrie. Our 
contact with the T.B.C. Alumni was one 
that made a lasting impression on us, 
as we saw in reality the tie that binds 
men and women who have studied at 
T.B.C, and the lasting impresison made 
by the College on these men and women. 
Their devotion to> the Master was one 
of great inspiration to> us. 

Five days were spent with Ron Shef- 
field ('59) at Schrieber Gospel Mission. 
Both Ron and Dorothy ('56-'58) have 
studied at T.B.C, and once again we 
saw something of the power of the Holy 
Spirit, the faithfulness of God to His 
servants. They are both testimonies of 
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the greatness of God to those who will 
trust in Him. 

In the days that followed, many doors 
were opened to, us by the lord. It was 
our privilege to minister the Word of 
God in United Churches at leeburn and 
Rydle-Bank, the Brethren Hall at Thes- 
salon, the Baptist Church at Blind River, 
the Faith Mission at Sprage, the Bre- 
thren Hall, at Elliott lake, Caravan 
Camps and Mess Halls. As we moved 
from place to place, we rejoiced to see 
souls being saved and Christians en- 
couraged. 

A week's mission at Chapleau, Ont., 
once again revealed to us that the Gospel 
of Christ is the power of God unto sal- 
vation. Working with Mr. len Fex of 
the Brethren Hall and Rev. leon-ard 
W arr ('35) of the United Church, meet- 
ings were conducted in lumber camps, 
Indian Reservation, and within the town 
itself. Three visits' were made to the 
Indian Reservation, where we stood back 
and saw the hand of the lord. A short 
review of one of the meetings will bring 
to you some of the implications which 
faced us as we held forth the Word of 
life. 

On July 28th we entered the Reserve 
in the early afternoon to advertise our 
meeting and do house visitation. The 
afternoon passed uneventfully until Ba'sil 
was faced with possible death to prove 
his faith in Ghrist. Three rifle shots broke 
the evening silence to demonstrate the 
owner's marksmanship, and perhaps 
frighten the young preachers. 

That night we ministered to a very 
disorderly congregation, but compelled 
by His Spirit, the Word went fonth, and 
at the close of the meeting eight souls 
came to place their trust in Christ, latej: 
repori has reached us to say that the 



converts are growing in the grace of 
our lord. How grateful we are to God 
for the way that He undertook in these 
lives. 

The mission drew to a dose at the 
Galilean youth camp near Blind River. 
There we had the joy of seeing many 
led to the lord, and young people conse- 
crating their lives to God. The working 
of the Holy Spirit at such a camp as 
this can be seen and was recorded atone 
of the early morning cabin devotions. 
One morning as Basil was speaking to 
the boys, the Holy Spirit of conviction 
fell upon them, and they were con- 
strained to set aside the breakfast hour 
to make things right with God. That 
morning heaven's gate was opened wide 
and seven young souls stepped in, and 
as we continued to pray, others came 
under conviction; those who had said 
that they were saved three years ago 
now confessed their lie and accepted the 
lord. It. was a joy to see the Word of 
life go forth in such power at this 
camp. 

As we rejurned to Toronto Bible Col- 
lege with anojher year aJiead of us, our 
prayer was that Christ would have the 
pre-eminence in our lives, and in the 
lives of those to whom we ministered 
during the summer. 

To. Dur readers and to. thDse who. so. 
faithfully have p'rayed and given to 
our College, may this be an encourage- 
ment tOi you that your labours have not 
been in vain towards us here at T.B.C, 
and that in due time YOoUhall rejQoice 
with us, as together we see those around 
His feet who have come to know Him 
because of our and YOourfaithfulness. 
TherefDre, let us continue to labOourto.- 
gether for Him and not be weary in well 
doing, for Dur Redeemer draweth nigh.

Now this volume on 
professional techniques for pastors, tea- 
chers, youth leaders and others who are 
involved in helping men, women and 
young people to find in Christ the answer 
to> their problems. 

Dealing with techniques that have been 
provejl and tested, Dr. Narramore writes 
of the special areas of counselling, and 
then lays his final emphasis on the use 
of Scripture in counselling. This is an 
excellent book.

STRICTLY PERSONAL 

By Eugenie Price 
Zondervan Publishing House 
Price $\2,:50. 

Miss Price has become a popular writer 
on themes relating to the Christian life, 
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and has made some excellent contribu- 
tions to the literature for seekers and 
for young Christians. The present volume 
deals with "the adventure of discovering 
what God is really like." This book does 
not cover that inexhaustible theme, but 
it does give some of the aspects of 
knowing God that often escape "casual" 
Christians. 

Miss Price felt that her book "will 
make some readers uneasy. They will 
fail to find in it, perhaps some of the 
familiar jargon of the evangelical world." 
Perhaps "jargon" is not the best way 
to express language that is used to put 
in our terms the greatness of God and 
His salvation in Jesus Christ. However, 
Miss Price has her own way of speaking, 
and much of it reaches the heart of the 
reader. Some of the questions and pro- 
blems that plague young Christians are 
dealt with very sensibly and helpfully. 

Personally we like it when Miss Price 
speaks for the evangelical world and 
says: "One deep look into> the heart 
that was torn open on Calvary, shows 
us irrevocably that He is a forgiving 
God." Her chapter on accepting Christ 
should lead many to a thoughtful and 
definite decision for Him. (D.C.P.) 

THE TRUTH ABOUT 
SEVENTH DAY ADVENTISM 
by Walter R. Martin 
Zondervan Publishing House 
Price $3:50 

The controversial work by Mr. Martin"- 
long expected, has now been published. 
While the conclusions that Mr. Martin 
seems to draw are open to question, 
this is perhaps the most comprehensive 
study made of the S.D.A. position and 
teaching. 

The author has written his book very 
objectively, and without any of the mal- 
ice, prejudice or bitterness that so often 
accompanies a work of this type. We 
offer it in review simply to suggest 
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that the Christian church should be in- 
formed of this group that seems so close 
to the evangelical position, and yet tea- 
ches and practices some things that are 
divergent from the historic Christian 
position: e.g. worshipping on the seventh 
dar of the week according to Mosiac law 
instead of the first day of the week, in 
remembrance of the day of resurrection. 
Other doctrines are discussed, and the 
reader can gain a good insight into 
their beliefs and practices in this book. 
Mr. Martin's research and writing pro- 
vide a valuable addition to his "Modern 
Cult Library" series. There are some 
questions and problems, still left un- 
answered. (D.C.P.) 

A GUIDE TO THE TEACHINGS 

OF THE EARLY CHURCH FATHERS 

by R. R. Williams 
Wm. B. Eerdmans Publishing Co. 
Price $4:00 

The title of this book reflects its pur- 
pose and content, although it might have 
been called an "Introduction", rather 
than a "Guide". The subject, which is 
large and complex, covering some four 
centuries of early church history, has 
been handled well. The arrangement of 
material is good, and the bibliography 
is quite useful.. History, sacred or secular, 
is not an endless, meaningless cycle; cer- 
tain problems appear to be endemic and 
recurrent. For this reason the teachings 
of the early Church Fathers are relevant 
in our day. Facing problems similar to 
theirs, too often we are ignorant of their 
answers, and thereby the poorer. The 
book is not easy reading, but it is re- 
warding. Most serious church history 
students will want to consult, it, for it is 
not a book for the casual reader, but 
rather for the careful student.

By Gordon H. Clark

The 1951 Pay ton Lectures, Fuller The- 
ological Seminary. 

The sub-title of this book clearly in- 
dicates the author's thesis: A Treatise 
Showing that Social Stability Demands 
a Christian Society. 

Beginning with the premise that 
"clearly, the idea of God does not domin- 
ate contemporary thinking" Dr. Clark 
shows that every effort of philosophy 
and education to achieve a unifying prin- 
ciple for living, apart from God and 
the Christian ethic, is fruitless and in- 
deed, perilous. 

He treats The Philosophy of History, 
The Philosophy of Politics, Ethics, Sci- 
ence, Religion, and Epistemology (the 
science of knowledge), in separate chap- 
ters and in each sets forth his undoubted 
scholarship in his field. 

He proves that man is not sufficient 
un to himself; that man. left to himself 
can achieve only abject failure; with 
God in Christ man can become what man 
should be. He shows that Christianity 
provides solutions to many problems for 
which philosophy etc. have no solution; 
that Christianity does not lead to scep- 
ticism as does nearly alL the systems of 
philosophy, and that the world view of 
Chidstianity is consistent. In short, he 
says that man's only hope for time and 
eternity is the Christian faith. 

This work is not for the untrained 
layman but it will prove most interest- 
ing, informative and helpful to students 
and pastors. (J.H.)
